FUNERAL HONOURS, 








Monday last was distinguished in our city, 


by a domestic enlamity. A few moments af 
ter 11 o'clock, the 21 brigade commanled by 
Hrigadier General Castor, and secompanied 
by Col. Swift’s Regime: t from the city, 
marched into Arch street, and joining the 
line, formed the first division, commanded by 


Major General Cadwallader. The division 
wheeling into columns, marched, with a por- 
tion uf the militia officers in tront, down 
Twelfth strect to Market, down Market to 
Ninth, down Ninth and Chesnut to Seventh ; 
here the troops took up the usual order of 
marching for funeral solemnitics, and proceed- 
ed down Seventh and Walnut, until the right 
rested on Dock street, the left being near 
Sixth. They then entered Independence 
Square from the south, the left in front; and 
having attained their praper position,they rest- 
ed on arms reversed. The Square which was 
thronged with people, a very large proportion 
of whom were women and children, was, with 
the addition of the troops, mure nearly filled 
than it had been for many years. After order 
had been obtained, the Right Rev. Bishop 
White addressed the throne of grace, ina 
short but impressive and appropriate prayer, 
and was followed by the Orator, Jolin Ser- 
geant, Esq. who,inan address of more than an 
hour, summed up the public services of the 
iilustrious dead ; showed them connected in 
the great work of independence ; displayed 
their contemporary labours fur the public 
goo 1; their antinny and unwavering ardour for 
the growth of the country upon whose good 
thew had pled red * life and furtane,” and m- 
vited attention to the evident titerterence of 
Providence in their affairs us displayed in the 
event of their ceasing to be of the number 
of the living. Of the Eulogium it is impro- 
per to attempt any thing more than reneral 
commendation ; it will, of course, be turnish- 
ed in Jue time to the public, when all will 
have an opportunity of jad sing of its merits.
